The Duchess was a Swede by birth and 
the sister of Prof. Leftier, of Stockholm.

Sooner or later the question of the 
spreading of noxious weeds in Mani- 
toba will have to be grappled with. 
The inroads that they have been made 
within the last few years on cuiti- 
vated lands is observable to the most 
casual observer, in many parts of the | 
province, to almost an alarming ex- 
tent. Old farmers are known to have | 
moved from one district to another in 
order to escape this intolerable weed 
nuisance, while new-comers find it | 
often nigh to impossible to cope their 
development. Some farmers are of 
opinion that the provincial legislature 
should be approached with the view 
of getting them to pass a stringent 
measure to abate the nuisance by 
compelling all owners of property to 
take proper and timely steps to pre- 
vent the weeds casting their seeds, to 
which, of course, may be attributed 
their steady increase. That some- 
thing must be done to redeem the vast 
areas that are in a fair way of being 
practically rendered useless for agri- 
cultural purposes, whether for pastur- 
age or tillage, is patent to all who 
have given the matter any considera- 
tion, but whether legislation is the 
most effectual way of dealing with 
the evil is not so clear. Some think |

WEATHER STRIPS. 


No Farm House Should be Without Them 
in Winter. 

in most outside doors there is quite 6 
rack between the door and the floor. The 
arrangement shown here is made so that 
whenever the door is closed a strip cov 
ered on the bottom with felt is pushed 
lown ayainst the crack, and when the door 
pens the strip raises so as to be out of the 
way of the door when swinging back. In 
iy. layeneral view of the door is given 
vith the parts of the weather strip arrange 
ment slightly enlarged. CC is a strip of 
wood of any size desired. 1x14 inches 
being the most convenient. This strip is 
painted to match the door Fig. 2 shows 
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a cross section of this strip The shade. 
part is the felt strip glued in the corner 
The piece cut away in the right-hand 
corner of Fig 2 is a small place cut out in 
the middle of the stake to receive a part of 
the piece D, shown in Fig. 1. This piece 
1) may be either wood or jron, as desired, 
and reaches up a little beyond the lower 
panel in the middle of the door. It is held 
close to the door by two clamps BB, shown 
by n view in Fig. 6. These 
clamps may be easily made out of ribbon: 
of iron, such as are used to fasten bundles 
of shingles. The upright D is fully illus- 
trated in Figs. 3 and 4. A cross piece is 
placed at the bottom to fasten it to CC, and 
about two thirds the way up are two pro- 
jections, show in Figs. 3 and 4. If the 
piece D is of iron, they may be of one piece 
only, but if wood is used, two screws may 
be used . 
Between these two projections is the en.’ 
of the latch EF, which plavs on a pivot F 
and ixskept from the door and on a@ leve 
with the front of D by a smaller washer.

WHERE WOMAN REIGNS 


SHE IS SUPREME IN THE HOUSEHOLD 
AMONG THE PUEBLO INDIANS. 


Where Woman's Rights Are Recognized 
and Man is Not Henpecked—The Wife 
Owns Almost Everything and Shares the 
Income Equally—A Mode! Community. 


The laws of the Pueblo are simple, 
but admirable and are thoroughly en- 
forced. Crime is practically unknown, 
and for occasional minor lapses the of- 
fender is induced to jail by a handcuff 
more civilized than our own, since it 
fits about the neck. and the culprit can 
neither be tortured by it nor reach nor 
pull back upon his captors. The 
gentleness of officials and laymen 
is always notable. A_ resister is 
néver clubbed nor choked into acquies- 
cence, but is overpowered without a 
scratch. A drunken vagabond once 
shot a woman in Isleta and fied A 

with rifles pursued and soon over- 
took him. He entrenched himself and 
was ready to shoot the first who should 
come nearer. Instead of silencing him 
with a bullet, as there was perfect am 
tice in doing, the Alguazil ordered hi 
dislodged with stones. A deft throw 
stunned him, and he was captured with 
one unimportant bruise. This is a typi- 
cal case. The social corner-stone is not 
the family, but the clan. Husband and 
wife must belong to different gentes, 
and the children follow her clan. 
other words,descent is from the mother, 
and not from the father. The Pueblo 
had invented woinan rights before any 
Caucasian acquired that social insom- 
nia, and it remains one of his funda- 
ments. He has never used his wife as a 
pack beast. He 1s not henpecked, but 
just, and even finds no shame in “‘tot- 
ing” the baby upon his back all day 
when he has no more essential duty. 
‘The spheres of the sexes are clearly de 
fined, but mantully. The woman is 
complete owner of the house and all it 
contains save his personal trinkets, and 
she has no other work to do than house- 
work, at which she is no sloven. Should 
her husband ill treat her, she could per- 
manently evict him from home and 
would be upheld in so doing. The man 
tills the fields and they are his; but, af- 
ter the crops are housed, she has an 
equal voice in their disposition. The 
live stock is of course his, but he will 
seldom sell an animal without consult- 
ing his wife. The family relations are 
very beautiful.—Scribner’s Magazine

“Obey ” ip the Marriage Service. 


At the recent general conference of 
the Methodist Protestant Church at 
Westminster, England, the word ‘‘obey” 
was stricken out of the marriage ser- 
vice. This certainly is an indication of 
a liberal turn of mind, and as such 
should be recognized, but after all it is 
rather an idle sort of compliment to the 
women to strike the word “obey” out 
of the service while the practical neces- 
sity of subservience on the part of wife 
to husband remains, as it will remain so 
long as the economic dependence of wo- 
men upon men continues. The husband 
is very little indebted to the words of 
the marriage service for his headship of 
the household. It is because he feeds 
and clothes his wife and has the veto 
power over all her wishes so far as they 
involve the expenditure of a dime, that 
he is master. It was a graceful and 
suitable thing for the English Methodists 
to strike the word ‘‘obey” out of the 
marriage ritual, but nationalism will do 
more—it will strike the necessity of 
obedience out of the married state and 
put an end to sexual servility in or out 
of matrimony. It seems to us that, 
however women can afford to differ 
about other things, they should all agree 
in being Nationalists and in praying for 
the coming of the day when they shall

INDIA’S MANY MILLIONS 


A MARVELLOUS INCREASE OF POPU- 
LATION ANNUALLY- 


The People Now Number Three Hundred 
Millions, and Three Millions Yearly is 
the Increase—Material Prosperity of the 
Country. 


The population of the Indian empire 
has risen within the memory of the pre- 
sent generation from 220,000,000 to 289. - 
000,000: it has been increasing at the 
rate of 2,500,000 annually, and is now 
rising at the rate of 3,0000,000. If no 
large famines occur it will considerably 
exceed 300,000.000 at the end of the cen- 
tury now drawing toa close. Even in 
the event of decimation from these 
causes there will be an excess over the 
$00,000,000. This augmentation is coin- 
cident with a growth in means and re- 
sources of livelihood and in material 

yerity of all kinds. The exporta- 
tion of food grains in vast§ quantities 
continues. The average of population 
in the Indian empire is very moderate. 
For all that, the density in some parts 
is considerable and in other too 

t. Onthe other hand, there is a 
Sco uantity of cultivatable land still 
un . the extent of which, according- 
ing to the Fortnightly Review, can_ be 
fully known by experience alone. Fur- 
ther, the existing cultivation can be 
made more and more productive by 
agricultural science, by development of 
irrigation in detail, and by approved ap- 
pliances for husbandry. the whole, 
there is fair reason to hope that the 
magnificent area of land will be able to 
sustain its people, and that the acces- 
sion of teeming millions decade after 


decade under the British rule may be | 


welcomed without an afterthought. On 
the other hand, there have been. and 
still are, frequently recurring causes to 
check the growth of the population. 
One fearfully potent cause, arising 
from internal war. devastation and dis- 


order, which up to the present century | 


decimated the people has been effectu- 
ally stopped. 
former centuries occasionally stalked 
throngh the land, still lurks in many 
laces. Itis kept down by sanitation, 

the diffusion of medical education 
among the natives, and by the purifica- 
tion of the water supply. The water- 
works are to be found in almost every 
town; in the great cities they may be 
compared with anything of their kind 
in any country. The: check on popula. 
tion, as imposed by sickness, will be 
gradually lessened. Then there is the 
terrible check resulting from famine or 
scarcity. The recorded experience of 
more than a century shows that this 
scourge has appeared in one quarter or 
another once in every three years. Its 
recurrence is extremely probable. It 
springs from atmospheric conditions 
which may be partially controlled, but 
cannot be wholly averted by the power 
of man.

What Color is the sun’ 

One of the shining lights of astrono 
mical science has this to say in regard 
tothe color of the sun: ‘I firmly be- 
lieve that the true color of the sun is 
blue. It may be asked: “What sug- 
gests the idea of old Sol's cerulean hue? 
My own attention was turned in that 
direction years ago, while measuring the 
heat and light from different parts of 
the sun's disk. It is known that the sun 


has an atmosphere of its own, which: 


tempers its heat, and by cutting off cer- 
tain radiations and not others produces 
the ‘spectral line’ with which we are so 
familiar These lines we usually study 


in connection with the absorbing va- , 


pors of sodium, iron, ete., which pro- 
duce them; but my own attention was 
particularly given to the regions of ab- 
sorption or to the colors it caused. In 
these investigations I found that the 
sun's body must be of a deep bine color, 
and that it would give out a blue light 
except for the solar atmosphere. The 
gun's atmosphere (as well as that of our 


own little worid) is usaally spoken of as: 


being colorless. but it really plays the 
part of a reddish veil, letting a little of 
the blue appear on the centre of the sun's 
disk and staining the remainder red, so 
as to appear as being of a pale aquama 
rine in the centre and a deep garnet at 
the edge * * * Were it not for the 
intervention of our own attiosphere and 
that of the sun we would have blue sun 
shine and the great orb itself would ap 
pear as being of « brilliant cerulean 
hue.”

‘The stakes at the back end are 
fastened with one bolt so that they may be 
turned down after the wagon is unloaded. 
They also should be made of oak or other 
hard wood. 

The materials fora rack of this kind, 
says the Orange Judd Farmer, not inelud- 
ing the iron bows, cost at retail in the 
ordinary country town about $2.50. Old 
wagon tires are found on nearly every farin 
or can be purchased for 25 to 50c. A good 
hand-saw, a brace with several sizes of bits, 
a hatchet, a chisel and a square are all the 
tools necessary and these should be on 
every farm. A blacksmith will make the 
tires into bows fora trifle, or a farmer may 
do this himself if he has an iron drill for 
his brace. The constructing can be done 
in winter or early spring at times when the 
weather prevents other work, so the labor 
practically amounts to nothing. Thus a 
first class hay frame can be made at home 
at the very small cost of $3 00 to $3.75 at 
the outside.

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JOSEPH HARRIS. 


The Man Who Has Advanced Raticaai 
and Profitable Agricelture. 

On the morning of Novembeg 18th, Jos 
Harris died at his home on Moreton 
‘arm, near Rochester, N. ¥Y. As one of 
the leading agricultural writers in this 
country, Mr. Harris has won for himself a 
fame that will long remain bright, for he 
did a work in a manner, and at a time in 
our nation’s history, that cannot but en. 
dure. He was born on June 29, 1828, in 


the village of Shawbary. near 
the celebrated battlefield of As 
asmall boy, he exhibited a ble 
fondness for investigation, and this desir. 


was greatly increased by his study of agri 
cultural chemistry with Messrs. Lawes, 
and Gilbert, on the experiment farm at 
Rothamsted. It is safe to say that it was 
this instruction, received at the fountain 
head of well grounded scientific agricultur 
al thought in England, that laid the solid

foundation for Mr. Harris's fatare life of 


usefulness. He saw. and was in close 
touch with, those celebrated experiments 
that have so effectively overturned error 


and enthroned sound = principle in 
rural operations. From Rothamsted,

press, and, throughout his career, he never 
lost sight of the value and importance of 
field and laboratory experimentation. In 
all his scores of ‘“‘Walks and Talks Upon 
the Farm,” so well known and highly 
prized by the hundreds of thousands of 
readers of the American Agriculturist he 
cherished the idea that the intelligent 
farmer must put his questions to the soil, 
and not to his neighbor, in a clear forceful 
manner, and then have the patience to 
wait, and the insight to read, the answer 


when it comes Since 1886, when the 
Genesee Farmer was purchased by the 
American Agriculturist, Joseph Harns, 


editor of the former. became a constant 
contributor to the American Agriculturist. 
Nearly every number contained some of his 
writings up to the time of his death and 
the last article written by him will appear 
in our nextnumber Mr. Harris's books — 
and he wrote several—are all of the same 
practical stamp In his ‘Talks on Man 
ures,” he lets the deacon state his belief

He saw the need of more gardening in this 
country, and that meant more gardeners 
This, to him, was equivalent to a lack of

No one has done more in this country 
to dignify and advance a rational and pro 
fitable ayrieniture than Joseph Harris He 
was sound in principle, and full of practical 
suggestion He could see the weak point 
in a man's method of feeding his stock or 
his land, and have the courage to give the 
needed information in a way that it would 
be received with delight.

CAPONIZING COCKERELS. 


Now is the Tite to Operate Upon Early 
Chickens— Advantages. 


Those who hatched chickens in March 
and April will soon have a lot of cockerels 
of sufficient size to caponize. The sooner 
they are operated upon after they weigh 
two and a half pounds. the more time they 
will have to grow for winter and spring 
markets. Capons to be at their best should 
have a year or even fourteen months in 
which to develop. It costs but little to 
keep them the last few months, and yet at 
the same time they ‘fll out” and take on 
a good proportion of meat in three months. 
The first two-thirds of their lives is de- 
voted to building up a large frame or body, 
which they will finish off and decorate in 
fine shape with delicious meat during the 
remaining third. I disposed of al] my 

apous early the past season (in February). 
partly because I needed the roo: liuw- 
ever, I should not Las« done so had I not 
been offered a very high price, which it 
would have been foolish to decline. Had 
I not a particular market for them it would 
have been a great deal better for me to 
have kept them until April, for I noticed 
that the market price for capons tended 
upward, and they were quoted at 24 to 26 
cents a pound in April and early May, 
while ordinary chickens could be bought 
for 15 cents, ard in many cases much lees. 
The operation is very simple. Any bright 
boy can perform it. By it you are enabled 
to produce a bird which is worth and will 
sell for over 32.00, whereas the same bird 
left in his natural state will seldom bring 
75 cents. It may be necessary to raise 
chickens until experience has been ac- 
quired in the poultry business. As for 
myself I have had experience enough, 
and now want money to use this 
experience. I can find it in rais 
ing capons for market, not for chick- 
ens. Besides the profit there is in it, 
there are several other advantages. _A lot 
of cockerels that are running around wor- 
rying the hens and fighting with each 
other are yot rid of. After they have 
been caponized they become docile and 
quiet, lose all their fighting propensities, 
pay no attention to the hens and pullets, 
lie around, take life easy and seem to be 
perfectly contented. As they lose their

HEROES AT THE FALLS. 


REMARKABLE, THRILLING ACCIDENT 
AND BRAVE RESCUE. 


A Barge With Its Crew Swept Towards 
the Falls—Hundreds of Men Ran Along 
the Shore Powerless to Render Aid— 
Then it Runs Between Two Eocks and 
There the Rescue is Made. 


NiaGara Fa ts, Dec. 12.—The number 
of heroes was increased by three Friday. 
The number of men who have seen violent, 
horrible death staring them in the fare 
and yet live, nnseathe:!. tu icll the stury 
was increac-? |. iuree. The heroes are 
Fre? lu..us0n, William Fleck and Frank 
\y uate, all of Niagara Falls. The men 
who were rescued from a boat in the 
midst of the rapids just above the falls 
were Edward Kearney, T. J. Riley and K. 
Nately. The story of the accident which 
placed these three men in their terrible 
positions and of their rescue is one of the 
most thrilling and remarkable in the his- 
tory of Niagara Falls. 

Shortly before noon a small tug, towing 
a barge loaded with about 50 tons of cut 
stone, started into the river from Port 
Day, which is the inlet to the old Hydraulic 
canal here, and which is considered the 
nearest point a boat can with safety a 
proach the rapids above the falls. On 
board the barge were three men, all of 
They were Kearney, Riley and 
Nately. Just as the tug with its tow reach- 
ed the stream clear of the shore line the 
tow-line suddenly snapped. The barge 
with its human freight instantly began to 
drift down toward the rapids, not many 
hundred feet distant. As soon as possible 
the crew on the tug brought their craft 
about. By this time the barge had got 
so far that it would have been certain 
death for the crew aboard the tug to try to 
catch it. 

An excited crowd of men soon gathered 
on the shore and watched the barge and 
its crew as they were swept on to what 
seemed certain destruction. Many men 
ran along the shore, keeping pace with 
the barge 

When the apparently-fated craft reach- 
ed a point in the river about opposite 4th 
street, this city, and surrounded by the 
rushing, roaring waters of the rapids it 
came to a sudden stop. At first the cause 
of this could not be ascertained, but it wae 
seen that the craft had run between some 
rocks, and, owing to the heavy cargo, she 
remained fast. 

To rescue the men was the next ques-

CARE OF AUTUMN PIGS. 
feed Well Keep Warm and Dry—Keep 
Them Growing. 

As ordinarily arranged it 1s very qnes 
dionable if autumn pigs sell for enough 
next Season to pay the cost of wintering 

nd) properly preparing for market 
Cnder present conditions of feeding, 
pigs to be protitable must make a quick 
srowth and be ready to market in ten 
months, and in many cases eight months 
is better. If autumn pigs are ready to 
market at less than a year they will 
need better treatment than is generally 
viven them by the average farmer 
Some farmers make them pay well, but 
they provide warm, dry quarters, and 
feed so as to maintain a steady growth 
from birth to maturity. A good varicty 
is selected and all reasonable care taken 
to maintain health and thrift, at the 
same time securing this at as low a cost 
as possible” Unless the farmer is wil! 
ing to give the treatment necessary to 
secure a profitable growth, it will be 
better not to raise autumn pigs because 
they return him no profit. With all 
classes of stock, whenever they are fed 
and no gain secured, the value of the 
feed is added to the cost. When pics 
farrowed in good season in the autumn 
are kept all winter and weigh but little 
more in the spring, the growth that can 

» made during the summer will but 
make up for what was lost during the 
winter, and if a pig farrowed in th 
éutuimn is not ready to market until the 
next autumn ina majority of cases it 
will cost more in feed (allowing nothing 
for risk) than it will bring when ready 
to market. If the autumn pig can I 
made 

READY TO MARKET IN THE SPRING 
or very early in the summer, it will gen 
erally return a fine profit, especially it 
it can have the run of a good clover pas 
ture inthe spring. Providing comfort 
able quarters, says the Journal of Agni 
culture, clean, drv and warm, will 
lessen the supply of feed to such an ex 
tent that often the same amount of feed 
that will barely keep the animals 
through the winter without shelter will 
beall that is necessary to keep them 
thrifty. While the poorly wintered hog 
will often prove a loss, the pig that is 
kept growing will be protitable It is 
not necessary, or is it best to have the 
shelter costly, a cheap shed, provided it 
is warm, dry and convenient, will do 
Feed the pig well, so that when it is 
cold and stormy they need not needless- 
ly be exposed; let them have the run of 
a good pasture. They will keep health- 
ier and make a better gain than if close- 
ly confined, even in cold weather. Keep 
thrifty but at as low a cost as possible, 
and secure steady growth or do not 
breed for autumn pigs. —Orange Judd 
Farmer.

Prime bacon has a 
thin rind and the fat is firm. Rusty bacon 
has yellow streaks in it.

In the diagram (Fig. 1) A is the back, for 
roast; B, the loin, also for roasting; C, for 
pickling; D, shoulder; E, ham. Split 
through the spine, cut off each half of the 
head behind the ear, remove the pieces in 
front of the shoulder for sausage. Take 
out the tenderloin, also the leaf which lies 
around the kindneys for lard. Cut out the 
lean meat, ribs, etc., then the hams and 
shoulders, and remove the loose pieces di- 
rectly in front of the ham forlard. Cut a 
narrow strip of the belly for sausage; the 
remainder cut up into strips to pickle. 
Smoke the hams, shoulders, cheeks or

pieces shonld be used for lard. 

Cover the bottom of a meat crock with 
salt to the depth of several inches; pack 
the pork to be kept in pickle, the skin side 
next the crock; pack as solidly as possible, 
and sprinkle each layer liberally with salt. 
Make a brine with salt and soft water sufli- 
cient to cover the pork. Boil and skim, 
adding salt till there is undissolved salt at 
the bottom of the kettle. Stir frequently 
till the water has dissolved all the salt 
well; let it cool, then pour over the meat. 
Cut a board round, a little smaller than the 
crock, and put it over the meat, and with a 
weight keep well under the brine. In salt- 
ing down a new supply of pork, if there is 
any old in the crock, boil the old brine, 
pack the new pork at the bottom with the 
old at the top; after skimming the brine 
well pour it hot over the meat; never put 
cold brine on old pork unless vou wish to 
lose it. Pork must never be left floating in 
brine, or it will rust in a very short time; 
keep it well under and stir the brine very 
often in bot weather, and every few weeks 
in winter. 

Pork Sausage—Use one-third fat meat to 
two-thirds lean; allow a teaspoonful of 
salt, one of pepper and one of sage to each 
pound of meat, and one of ginger to every 
three pounds. Mix the seasoning with the 
meat as it is sliced before it is passed 
through the cutter. 

Another recipe: For twelve pounds of 
meat take one teacupful of salt, 14 teacup- 
fuls of pulverized sage, 3 even teaspoon- 
fuls of ground pepper, and 2 tablespoon 
fuls of ground ginger. Mix the seasoning 
with the meat as it is sliced for cutting. 

To cure hams and shoulders: For 50 
pounds, use 5 pounds of salt, 24 pounds of 
sugar, 1 ounce of soda, and 4 ounce of pul 
verized saltpetre. Cover the bottom of a 
meat crock with some of the salt, put in 
each piece, previously rubbed with salt 
and sugar. Put the remainder of thre salt 
and sugar in water sufficient to cover the 
meat; dissolve the soda and saltpeter in a 
little water, add to the pickle. and pour 
over the meat; with a board and weight 
keep it well under. 

Let the pieces remain from six to eight 
weeks, according to size, then soak in cold 
water for twelve hours to prevent a white 
crust from forming on the outside; drain 
and sprinkle around the bone with red 
pepper; let thein hang two days then 
emoke in the usual way. There is an oii 
of smoke that is used in ‘‘packing houses’ 
for this purpose.

Work for Rainy Days. 

Farmers should so arrange their busi- 
ness that during showers or rainy days 
there will be work indoors for them 
selves and men. There are always 
plenty of odd jobs that should receive 
attention, such as putting in new floors 
in place of those badly worn in the 
stables, or perhaps the mangers and feed 
poxes need to be repaired, enlarged or 
changed. The hay rack may need some 
new pieces, or the wagons may need a 
coat of paint. Some of the farm imple- 
ments may require repairing or over 
hauling, or new bolts in certain places. 
New castings may be added where 
needed. 

On reapers and mowers, the sections 
and guards should be always kept in 
good order The oiling places should be 
well and thoroughly cleaned from gum 
and dirt, and if they are not provided 
with a cap a wooden plng can easily be 
fitted in, and we will then be quite cer 
tain that in applying oil it will lubricate 
the part intended, To do all this, afew 
common tools will be needed, and a 
work bench on which to do a great deal 
of the work. A large window should be 
located near the bench, preferably 
directly in front of where the vise is 
placed, as a vast amount of the most 
difficult work is held by that tool 

Every farmer should have laid away 
under shelter a supply of well seasoned 
timber suitable for whiffletrees and 
other parts of implements lable to break 
or wear out, for it does not pay to run 
tothe shop to get a uew whiffletree 
made every time one is broken. The 
bill at the shopin one year would en 
able one to purchase all the tools neces 
sary to do the work at home, besides it 
will save many hours and perhaps days 
of valuable time. The feeling of inde- 
pendence and the discipline the working 
with tools will give you is a very impor 
tant consideration. If you have sons let 
them work with the tools, show them 
how to use and properly care for them, 
thus making farm Eto pleasant and use- 
ful. —Am,_ dgricultyrist.

A MODEL STREET CLEANING SYSTEM 
IN VOGUE THERE. 


The Large ‘Force of Employes, With 


Their Uniforms—Implements Used—The | 


Different Kinds of Pavement—Collecting 
and Disposing of the Refuse. 
The City of Berlin has 8,221,855 square 


metres (a metre is 1.3 yards) of pavement . 


to be cleaned, of which 3,316,720 square 


meters are sidewalk. The sidewalks and , 


all the streets are brushed daily, and are 
thus kept free from all loose dirt, papers, 


etc., which would make them look untidy. | 


The streets undergo a thorough scraping, 
washing and brushing on an average three 
times a week. The streets in the business 
portion of the city, which are narrow be- 
cause old, and which are much used, are 


cleaned daily; other less used streets three | 


times, others twice and avery few lying 
on the outskirts of the city once a week. 


THE STREET-CLEANING OF THE CITY. 


is under the control of a committee of 
twelve persons, four of whom are members 
of the Town Council, and the remaining 
two are aldermen. By this committee are 
appointed a general inspector for the en- 
tire city, a general business manager, six 
bead overseers and twenty-three overseers, 
each of the latter being in charge of one of 
the twenty-three sections into which the 
city is divided for purposes of convenience 
in cleaning. The city employs, all told, 
748 workmen and boys, 88 of whom are

the city and finds his own methods of dis- 
posal. The manure is sold, and the re- 
mainder, after thorough disinfection, is 
used for filling in, fertilizing, ete. The

His ideal of 
the public service was not a vain and 
chimerical one. It was practical in the 
truest sense; it is attainable; and upon its 
accomplishment depends the very life of 
the republic.—From an editorial article is 
the November Centary.

MILK RECEPTACLES. 


The Importance of Keeping Dairy Utea- 
sile Clean and Sweet. 


In no other work is there as great a de 
mand for cleanliness as in the three 
of the dairy business, milk, butter and 
cheese. The most attention is needed t 
maintain the cleanliness of the milk gfecep 
tacles, such as pails, pans, cans and charna. 
in the first place there should be a eoffi 
cient supply of pans that those emptied and 
washed in the morning need not be used 
| until evening or the next day. After

light nntil nsed. On cloudy days they can 
be thoroughly dried about the stove and 
net nested when they are wet, and allowed

condition they cannot dry, and when separ 
ated at night they will give off a disagree 
able odor, and the warm milk placed in 
chem is certain to be contaminated.
